Napoleon knew—at any rate, ho had a 


very confident expectation—that he wonld 
never aeo Paris again. Ho had been urged 
into war by tho Court, who constantly 
frightened him with the bugbear of tho 
frowth of the Republican party, which 
lad ahown itself BO formidable at 
tbe 


ime of tho plebiscite. 
He had been 


irged on the other hand, by the people of 
?ftriu, from whom, after King William 
lad repeated to Benedetti at Kiua the 
celebrated word of Cambronnc, tho pre- 
servation of the Empire could bo bought 
inly at the price of yielding to their cries 
if "a Berlin!" That Napoleon was quite 
ireparcd for a disaster is obvious not only 
rom what ho was told, but from tho pre- 
)arations and the arrangements bo mads- 
7rom the mouths of those who saw him 
every day I beard that in the month of 
Fuly he caressed his son more than ho had 
done in tho whole of the child's life. Ho 
B believed to have taken him to the Army 
of the Rhine from a dread of boinjj sepa- 
rated from him, in any great disatter. 
It 


was only whon the command was no longer 
'u the Emperor's hands that he gave up

The magnificent gold and silver table ser- 
vices presented to the Emperor by the Sul- 
tan, the Czar Alexander, and the Viceroy 
of Egypt, were all gone. The splendid 
oradlo of the Prince Imperial, presented 
by tho town of Lyons, was also not to be 
found. 
The magnificent collections of 


treasures of art which Napoleon had ac- 
cumulated at tho Palaces of St. Cloud and 
Oompiegne wore also no longer to be seen. 
All these had been removed loug ago. 
From tho very day when war had been de- 
clared, tho railway stations of tho Nord, 
of Strasburg, and of Orle-ins (for Spain) 
were crammed with gigantic boxes bear- 
ing away to various destinations the "per- 
sonal" property of the Imperial family, 
and one cannot help asking one-self how 
it is that nothing ol this haa found its way 
to public notice.

"A genuine bone cave haa 
been fonnd at last in America. Its local- 
ity is on tho reading Railroad, near riioc- 
nixvillc, Pa. Fortunately for science, the 
eavo is on the estate of Mr. Wheatley, who 
is an excellent natnraligt. Prof. Cope and 
ho are now investigating its rich harvest of 
bones, among which are a mastodon's task

fcet long, tho bones of the great 
ar, those of a megalonyx (a gigan- 


bojloth), those of a rhinoceros, and those 
of a. curious little horse. Great interest 
attaches to the inquiry -whether this littte 
horse that lived on the Atlantic border in 
pre-glacial times was identical with the 
diminutive horse whose bones are found in 
the sunken lands of Nebraska, and whether 
this Pennsylvania sloth shall prove to be 
of tho same kind an that whose bones 
Washington found in a niter cave of Vir- 
ginia. The Virginia sloth was supposed 
to bo post-glaoial. The bones in this Phoe- 
nixville cave arc overlaid with glacial drift 
I have examined in the Philadelphia 
Academy a section of the cave drawn by 
Prof. Cope. This section tells its own 
story. Tbe animals whose remains are 
entombed in the cave lived before the 
epoch of tho great northern drift. 
In 


those remote times America seems to have 
been tho land of the horse, tbe rhinoceros, 
the elephant and tho camel. If this horse 
should prove to be new, it will be tbe 
eighteenth species known to have lived in 
America before the drift period. I do not 
understand that any human remains or 
any implements fashioned by human hands 
have been found in the Phoenixville cave. 
At this stage of tbe investigation we can- 
not Bay that tliis discovery throws any 
light on the question of tbe antiquity of 
tho human race."

Feeding Sheep. 


The following news and" experience in 


regard to feeding and fattening sheep, 
were lately presented to the Orleans 
County Farmer's club by Jonathan L. 
Boot, of Barre : 
lly plan haa been to got my sheep into 


the feeding &heds ae soon, as possible after 
tbe pasture or weather gets so that they 
are no longer gaining out, generally from 
tbe 15th to the 20th of November. I put 
them into pens of abont twenty-fire each. 
A building GO ieet long by 22 feet ia width 
with an alley and feeding- mangers run- 
ning through the center lengthwise, and 
a partition across the center of the build- 
ing, makes a very nice place, and ample 
room for one hundred sheep, divided into 
four lots of twenty-five each. After three 
or four days I commenoe feeding grain, 
about one gill a day per head, of peas and 
oats, or corn and oats, and increase in 
quantity for about three weeks, at which 
time I get them on to about the quantity 
which they will bear, then- increase the 
quality by adding more corn and leas oats 
until I get them into clear corn, which is 
from four to five weeks after they are shut 
up. They are at this time on what I call 
full feed, which is abotn one quart a day 
per head, for good t trong^ sheep, small 
sheep will not bear so rauch*. The feed is 
varied [some, feeding & little heavier in 
extreme cold weather, and lighter in 
warm, damp weather. I consider it very 
important that they have a regular feeder, 
and are kept quiet, and especially not to 
be disturbed while eating. My manner of 
feeding is to sweep the mangers clean and 
feed grain the first thing in the morning.

horns. It is no aifair of theirs 


whether a train ifl running on time or 
otherwise; all they have to do is to pass 
along tbe signal that a train haa started 
and is on its way. The men being placed 
thus within sight of one another, a signal 
;iven just as the tffifn starts is passed 
along with a rapidity that outruns the 
train, and reaches the next station in time 
to be of use. The code of signals is, of 
course, so arranged as to meet emergencies 
whioh may arise at any point. If a train 
1% off the track or delayed, or bridges got 
out of order, this flag or lantern telegraph 
summons help, warns danger, and slops 
all approaching trains. The entire efli- 
iency of the system has been thoroughly 
demonstrated during years of use. 
In 


practice it has been iound that an un- 
broken current of signals can be transmit- 
ted with a speed greater thun that of the 
swiftest locomotive, and next only to that 
of electricity. It is a|simplo question of 
sharp sight and quick motion on the part 
of men who heve nu other work to per- 
jerform. It is idle to tell us tliat a train 


time, as was the Vacifio express 


that eventful night, could not hava been 
warned by even so simple a means as this 
of tho destruction that lay in its path. 
And, 
therefore, we refuse to place the ter- 


rible disaster in the category of unavoid- 
able occurrences which "no human fore- 
sight" could guard against.

Thoroughly difgnstcd with the Golden ] than a cursory examination, but that it 


then hay, grain again at half-past three 
o'clock, then hay or corn fodder. I do 
not feed in the middle of the day, had 
much rathe-.- my sheep would be left quiet 
from 10 til) 'A o'clock, than to havo them 
fed. 
I con-iider clover hay, cut green and 


well cured, the best hay for feeding sheep. 
I give a feeding of straw once a week, and 
corn fodder two or three times a week, 
had rather have good corn fodder to feed 
occasionally than to feed hay all tbe time, 
as eh«ep do better to change their feed 
somewhat. 
They consume abont three- 


pounds of hay a day, or its equivalent in 
other fodder. I think that sheep will con- 
sume less feed and take on flesh more rap- 
idly in close pens than when running out, 
and by judicious feeding can be made gain, 
all (hey will gain in from eight to ten 
weeks after getting them on to full feed. 
I keep salt and water by them all the) 
time.- They will eat from six to eight 
quarts of salt a week, per bead. 


Planting Shade Trees. 


Many a fine place is injured because the 


owner, having at first planted his grounds 
with a large number of trees for imme- 
diate effect, afterward neglects or refuse* 
to thin them out. They soon crowd on* 
another, they grow up lank and spindling, 
destitute of beauty, and, by their dense 
shade, kill out the grass and shroha be- 
neath them. 


We know very well how hard it U to 


cut down which one has planted, and 
whose growth has been watched for many 
years. Thia feeling is natural and to bo 
respected, but it may be indulged to 
success. Tbe only question should be, i» 
this or that tree in its place? 
Would I 


plant it there now i f l were to set it out 
anew? If not, cut it down; let it no 
longer cumber tbe ground. When such a 
resolution has been formed, and the work 
fairly done, we comu to respect our own 
pluck, and to view the result with great 
satisfaction.'; 


It deserves to be said that-a tree is mis- 


placed when eet near to the fence of a 
neighbor's garden or orchard; for, by so 
doing, I not only steal tbe richness of bis 
land, and overshadow his vegetable and 
bis fruit trees, but, when my fruit trees 
come into bearing, it becomes a standing 
controversy between us as to the owner- 
ship of the fruit which hangs over the 
other side of the fence. 


It is a comn oa mittake t} platt pines 


and t-pruce-firs near the margin of one's 
walks and carriage rotvds. 
Few persons 


know or stop to inquire how large those 
trees will spread as they grow to maturi- 
ty. 
They look pretty and docile as they 


stand in the nursery rows, and so tbe 
little 
beauties 
are 
set out within 


arm's length of 
the 
walk, 
where 


they can easily be seen and petted. Rut 
in a few years the young gamU begin to 
show their strength and large proportions. 
They throw out their arms in lusty vigor, 
stretching from fifteen to twenty feet on 
either side, over walks and grass-plots, 
and adjoining shrubbery, darkening win- 
dows and doorways, very much to the sur- 
prise and confusion of tbe planter. The 
result of tbo whole is that either tbe 
trees must bo cut down, or their lower 
branches hewn off, which latter operation 
is a virtual destruction of the trees. Any 
method of planting which does not fore- 
cast the future height and breadth of tbe 
trees, whether planted singly or in groups, 
is mistaken.

The question has been raised both in 


this country and in Europe, whether i 
would not be policy to raise the standard 
ire test of marketable kerosene oil, above 
110 degrees Far. 
Although for most or 


dinary purposes tho fire test has been here 
tofore considered safe, and has been adopt- 
ed both by governments, and by the trad 
generally as the legal fire test, still th. 
•olatility of tlie article, even at this high 
ernperatnre, has practically prohibited its 
utrodnctiou on steamboats, in railroac 
cars, and other places where an immacu- 
ately safe article becomes imperative. 


The possibility of profitably manufac- 


uring and placing in market a very much 
ligher fire test oil, is beyond a question 
The policy of such n general m >vement 
>n tho part of oar Titnsville refiners in 
his direction, is also a matter worthy of 
onsideration. Tho process of running oft 
ir distilling oil which will not volatilize 
or ignite at a lower temperature than 212 
to 300 degrees, is so well understood that 
t will be unnecessary to go into details or 
0 give particular*.

It ia a very difficult matter for tho ordi- 
ary consumer, and even for retail deal- 
rs, to determine tho safety of an oil when 
s fire test is under the temperature of 
oiling water.

Union and Titniville Railroad was ready 
for traffic, we presented our readers with 
an extended account of this important en- 
terprise, Us inception and prosecution un- 
der the energetio supervision of the Case- 
ment Brothers, its stages of progress, its 
list of officers, its buildings and shops, 
and telegraph line and pipe line, its 
contemplated^ 
extensions 
and 
con- 


nections, and such observations of tho 
route, and its various points of interest, as 
could be gathered from a flying trip over 
the road from the cushioned bench of the 
looomotive "ShocTFly." We gave a sketch 
of the business entcrprizes at intermediate 
points and of tho shops, blocks, factories, 
etc., of Union Hills, the terminus of the 
route. 
Reference was also had to the 


formal celebration of the opening of'the 
road by a banquet; and ball at the Folro- 
leum House, at Union Mills, which was 
set down for yesterday,, and which caino 
off according to announcement.

3 GOING BACK TO FIBBT miNCIPLEg. 


Ever since the passage of the act doing 


away with the spring elections Republi- 
cans and Demoorate have been clamoring 
for a return to the red system, and in ac- 
cordance with this public desire a bill was 
introduced in the Senate early in the pres- 
ent session to effect the change, but not 
until] Thursday did this branch of the 
Legislature consider and pass it. The 
House will certainly do likewise, and as 
thore ia no reason to boliove that tho Exe- 
cutive will veto such a popular measure, 
your pooplo had better understand its pro- 
visions. The bill has two sections—the 
first providing that the 10th section of the 
act of April 17, 1809, which changed tho 
time from spring to fall, shall be repealed, 
and that in tho year 1S72, and annually 
thereafter all elections for city, ward, bor. 
ough, township and election officers in the 
different cities and counties of the State 
shall be on tho days and at the times thoy 
were held prior to April 17, 18C9. All 
such elections, however, as aro authorized 
by special laws or by orders of the oourta, 
shall be held under tho provisions of the 
same in 1871. The second section pro- 
vides that tho terms of the different city, 
ward, borough, township and election offi- 
cers to be elected in 1872 shall begin when 
tha terms of officora heretofore elected 
shall expire, aud so with such officers 
annually thereafter, as provided by law 
prior to tho passage of.- the act of 1SG9. 
Philadelphia is exempt from tfie provis- 
ions of this new law, and tho mode of vot- 
ing in Luzorne shall bo that provided for 
by the act of 
1SGG.
